Town manager’s evaluation 


Selectmen offer nary a discouraging word on evaluation 


This is the second part of a three- 
part series on the town manager’s 
evaluation. 

By Rebecca Piro 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezyn- 
ski says he is comfortable sitting in 
the hot seat — a trait that can come 
in handy come evaluation time. 

“J honestly enjoy being the tar- 
get guy,” he chuckles. 

Those words might be put to 
the test Monday night, when 
selectmen are scheduled to 
announce the findings from their 
annual evaluation of him. During 


the evaluation, selectmen are sup- 
posed to grade Stapczynski’s per- 
formance on projects such as the 
public safety center, the sewer 
expansion and the new schools 
construction. 

In fact, according to the evalua- 
tion form, the selectmen will judge 
Stapcezynski on eight different 
areas of project management and 
administrative skills. On paper, 
then, the process looks as if it 
could set up any manager for a 
thorough raking over the coals. 

But, so far, not one selectman 


Attacking West Nile virus 


TOWN IS 
SPRAYING 


First time in over 20 years

To reduce the risk to residents from West Nile virus, 
the town has begun spraying for adult mosquitos in 
West Andover. 

In what appears to be an abrupt change of posture, 
town officials gave the go-ahead for truck-based road- 
side spraying to begin last night, Wednesday, Sept. 5. It 
will continue tonight and tomorrow night, starting at 7 
p.m., in the area around Haggetts Pond where most of 
the virus-positive birds and the positive mosquitos have 
been found. 

“As we went over the data, a consensus developed 
that we should do targeted area spraying to knock down 
adult mosquitos that could be human-biters,” said 
Health Director Everett Penney on Tuesday. He said the 
pesticide poses a very low risk to humans, but residents 
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Melissa Burke:

A former employee at the 
Andover IRS building and a 
Lawrence resident have been con- 
victed in federal court of conspir- 
ing to defraud the Internal Rev- 
enue Service. 

Mercedes Marcano, 36, and 
Jesus Gomez, both of Lawrence, 
were each sentenced to three 
year’s probation and a $1,000 fine 
by US District Judge Douglas P.

Potential power plant buyer remains 
Deadline extended, suit begins on Nickel Hill plant

Oral arguments in the case 
against Nickel Hill Energy are set 
to take place today, Thursday, 
before the Supreme Judicial Court 
in Boston; meanwhile, a potential 
buyer continues to eye the project. 

“Somebody is still a credible 
party and is still performing due 
diligence,” said Todd Jaffe, busi- 
ness development vice president 
for Constellation Power Inc., the 
Maryland-based owner of the 
planned power plant. The Nickel 
Hill power plant would use natur- 
al gas to generate 750 megawatts 
of power, and would be located 
just across the Merrimack River 
from Andover in Dracut. 

Constellation secured a site 
permit from the state, but in May, 
the company announced that it 
was abandoning the project and 
putting it up for sale. 

Last Friday, Aug. 31, was sup- 
posed to be the last day for the 
lone interested party, whose iden- 
tity is not being disclosed, to look 
over the project. However, Jaffe 
said his company has extended the 
deadline, and he hopes to have an 
announcement soon about a deal, 
or lack thereof. 


“Things are still moving for- 
ward,” said Nickel Hill attorney 
and Andover resident David 
Rosenzweig, who is presenting 
the company’s case to the state 
high court today. “(The prospec- 
tive buyers) aren’t ready to pull 
the trigger, and they aren’t ready 
to walk away.” 

The Nickel Hill project is being 
challenged in court by the town of 
Andover and the regional group 
Merrimack Valley Residents for 
the Environment (MVRE), who 
say the plant would add more pol- 
lution to an area that already has 
more than its share. Specifically, 
they are going before the high 
court to challenge the decision of 
the state Energy Facilities Siting 
Board to grant the site permit. 

At the same time, the same par- 
ties are petitioning the EFSB itself 
to cancel the site permit on the 
grounds that Constellation termi- 
nated its agreements with the town 
of Dracut and the landowners, 
Brox Industries Inc. 

Rosenzweig said that, follow- 
ing the oral arguments, the 
Supreme Judicial Court will rule 
on the case; he estimated that 
might take four months.

Sewer hook-up delay 


Sewer service won't come to 
town as soon as some may have 
hoped.

have something to say when the 
process is culminated,” or made 
public, he says. 

“T think we went through a very 
deliberate process to review the 
tasks we set out (to accomplish) a 
year ago, and how well (Stapezyn- 
ski) accomplished those tasks,” 
says Selectman John Hess. “I think 
we’ ve gotten more rigorous as we 
went along.” 

The evaluation form itself does 
seem to leave few administrative 
stones unturned. It asks selectmen 
to ponder the town manager's per- 
formance regarding the safety cen- 
ter, the senior center and the town 
yard — all projects that have either 
stalled or sputtered. 

(When selectmen were faced 
with a sticky subject regarding 
Stapezynski’s evaluation in 1998 —

specifically the Andover High 
School renovation project, which 
wrapped up nearly two years 
behind schedule and $2.5 million 
over budget — they didn’t complete 
the evaluation at all. Selectmen 
spent months putting together an 
evaluation form, but for some rea- 
son that year did not compile an 
evaluation.) 


This year’s evaluation form also 
offers opportunity for the town 
manager to shine. It asks select- 
men to evaluate Stapczynski on the 
role he has played in the youth 
center project, the sewer expansion 
and the new schools construction 
— all projects that are well on their 
way or ahead of schedule. There’s 
room for selectmen to comment on 
the town’s acquisition of a Aaa 
bond rating this year. 

“It’s a process that’s fair and 
one that has some learning going 
on,” says Stapcezynski. 

“I think everybody was open 
and honest about the way they 
reviewed (Stapezynski’s) work and 
relationship with us and others in 
the town,” says Hess. 

“Any selectman at any time can 
raise questions,” he adds. “It’s up 
to them to do it.” 


Success and failure of town projects eyed 
by selectmen to evaluate town manager 


The selectmen have not said 
much about Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski thus far, but do the 
projects under his control speak 
for themselves? 

This year’s evaluation form will 
ask selectmen to consider 
Stapezynski’s performance on sev- 
eral projects, including the town 
yard, linkages, the public safety 
center, the new schools construc- 
tion, the sewer expansion, use of 
the Essex Gravel Pit, the sidewalk 
master plan, the Strategic Planning 
Task Force, the Town Government 
Review, the Main Street renova- 
tion project, a new senior center, 
affordable housing and a youth 
center. Selectmen will rate 
Stapezynski on a scale of | to 5. 

Some of these projects have had 


a shaky past year. The $12.9 mil- 
lion public safety center has fallen 
steadily behind schedule ever since 
its ground breaking last October. 
In July, Stapczynski took the reins 
on the project, ordering all town 
employees to keep mum about the 
safety center, which was — and still 
is — five months behind schedule. 

Some of the other projects 
under Stapezynski’s charge are on 
time or nearly on schedule.

Stapczynski says he is confi- 
dent the schools will be ready to 
open come fall of 2003. 

In addition, a public/private 
partnership for a youth center won 
town-wide support at Town Meet- 
ing in April, when voters agreed to 
give land to the private Andover 
Youth Foundation. The group will 
build a center on this land. It has 
agreed to raise $4 million in pri- 
vate dollars for construction and 
then hand the building and mainte- 
nance over to the town once it is 
complete.

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Senior center 


The effort for a new senior center has 
| come to at least a temporary halt. Selectmen 
agreed to end the lease for Phillips Acade- 
| my’s Will Hall last week, after the private | 
fundraising group Friends of Andover 
Seniors failed to raise the $5.2 million need- 
ed to turn the building into a new center. A 
| private warrant article asking for $2 million 
of public funds for the project failed at Town 
Meeting in April. Stapczynski suggested last 
month that selectmen work towards writing 
a warrant article for 2003 Town Meeting 
that would ask residents for more funds. 
Friends members say they disbanded after 
April’s Town Meeting defeat, and selectmen 
have yet to return to the subject.

Sewers 


Workers are currently installing pipe in the 
Foster’s Pond area, as part of the first of sever- 
al contracts. Work is ahead of schedule, says 
Jack Petkus, DPW director. The project will 
include an upgrade of a large water main called 
the Shawsheen interceptor — a portion of the 
project not originally planned for, but some- 
thing that will be paid for within the $30 mil- 
lion budget, says Petkus. He had previously 
estimated that some residents could 
connect to sewer as soon as Octo- 
ber; now, he has extended that esti- 
mate by six months, saying sewers 
hook-ups won’t begin until spring. 


Town yard 


Officials are no closer to find- 
ing a solution for the crumbling 
town yard than they were two 
years ago. In 1999, a study con- 
ducted by town employees con- 
cluded that there was no suitable 
site where the town yard could 
be relocated. Now, despite that 
study’s results, Selectman Brian 
Major says the board will con- 
sider the question again, and 
make a second, “final” decision 
on whether to renovate the yard 
at its current site, between Pear- 
son and Lewis streets, or to relo- 
cate it. In the interim, the town is 
spending $300,000 to repair the 
existing dilapidated buildings 
(work pictured above).

the anticipated request for a gener- 
al override of Proposition 24 and 
the option to adopt the Communi- 
ty Preservation Act. 

An override of Proposition 2/ 
would permit the town to tax 
beyond the state-mandated levy 
limit, which increases by 2.5 per- 
cent per year (not including growth 
revenue). Officials have been say- 
ing that an override will be needed 
next year just to maintain existing 
levels of staffing and services in 
town. 

However, Stapezynski said last 
Thursday that his department 
heads have told him they could 
probably get by without an over- 
ride next year. But officials in the 
school department, which uses 
about 40 percent of the town bud- 
get, insisted on the need for more 
funding next year than the levy 
limit can provide. Stapezynski 
praised the ongoing bimonthly 


meetings of the Strategic Planning 
Task Force for continuing the dia- 
logue among these officials. The 
group met last Wednesday. 

“It was a good, lively discus- 
sion between town and school,” he 
said of Wednesday’s meeting. “It 
was Clear that the school depart- 
ment is still committed to the idea 
of an override, while the town 
doesn’t see so much of a need for 
one.” 

Next fall, the school district’s 
operating budget will expand by 
more than $1 million when the 
new elementary and middle 
schools in West Andover open. 
School officials cite the rising 
costs of public education, com- 
bined with the goal of maintaining 
Andover’s reputation for quality 
public schools, as sound reasons to 
ask for more funding. 

“The priorities of this town, 
nobody really wants to say what 
they are,” said School Committee 
member Tina Girdwood at 
Wednesday’s meeting. “But I'll 
say that schools are very high on 
the list.” 


Selectman Brian Major empha- 
sized the importance, when offi- 
cials put together next year’s bud- 
get, of detailing exactly what items 
override funds would pay for, so 
that it is clear to residents what 
they are buying, and what will get 
cut if the override fails. 


Another bid for more money 
The Strategic Planning Task 
Force was joined last week by the 
Community Preservation Act Task 
Force to discuss that legislation. 
The CPA allows communities that 
adopt it to impose a tax surcharge 
of up to 3 percent for the purposes

No Special Town Meeting seen for this year 


Officials now agree that a fall 
Special Town Meeting would be 
too soon to ask residents to con- 
sider the Community Preservation 
Act; therefore, because there are 
no other prominent issues in the 
wings, there will probably be no 


Special Town Meeting this year. 

“Tt s big to get that out of the 
way,” said Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski, “because we've been 
thinking about (a Special Town 
Meeting) since Annual Town 
Meeting, and having one requires 
about three months of ramping 
up. 

Considering the merits of the 


CPA and its appropriateness or 
inappropriateness for Andover is 
the job of the 10-member Com- 
munity Preservation Act Task 
Force, led by Selectman John 
Hess and made up of representa- 
tives of various town interests 
such as historic preservation and 
affordable housing. Although the 
group has met only a few times, 
its members are due to present a 
preliminary report to the select- 
men sometime this month. 
Members say they will need 
more time after that to look at spe- 
cific uses to which CPA funds 
could be put, and then to educate 
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voters about the act.“I love this 
act; I think it’s a great thing,” said 
Debbie Silberstein, the group’s 
Finance Committee liaison. “But 
I think we may need a clearer idea 
of what we want to do with it.” 

Therefore, Silberstein said she 
is in favor of putting off a referen- 
dum on the issue until well into 
next year. Stapczynski said offi- 
cials on the Strategic Planning 
Task Force will use the time saved 
by not having a Special Town 
Meeting to focus on budget delib- 
erations in preparation for next 
spring’s anticipated override 
request. 
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who leads the CPA Task Force, 
said at the meeting that the act may 
make sense for Andover because 
during the past 10 years, the town 
has spent an average of $1 million 
per year on open space anyway.

If both a general override of 
Proposition 24and the Commu- 
nity Preservation Act are 
approved at next spring’s Town 
Meeting, most officials would 
like them to appear on the same 
ballot.

“I would like it to be like a 
menu, so that everybody at the 
ballot can make their choice,” 
said School Committee member 
Tina Girdwood at last Wednes- 
day’s Strategic Planning Task 
Force meeting. 

Currently, however, the CPA 
can only be voted on during reg- 
ularly scheduled local or state 
elections, such as next Novem- 
ber’s gubernatorial election, 
while an override, after it is 
approved at Town Meeting, 
must be placed on a special elec- 


Stapezynski. “We're an anomaly 
statewide in that respect.”

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Lessons for the 
next senior effort 


Gl (ec END of the Will Hall senior center 
experiment brings with it two simple 
lessons town officials and those interested in a 
center must learn from if they plan to develop a 
new, successful senior-center plan. 

First, selectmen and the town manager need 
to remain actively involved in any project. Dur- 
ing the town’s youth-center effort in 1995, 
selectmen took a back seat. They left most of 
the work to residents supportive of a youth 
center, including high-school students. While 
those supporters gave it their all, the attempt 
failed. 

The failed senior-center effort of the last sev- 
eral years was another such case. Selectmen let 
Will Hall supporters run the show, even when it 
seemed clear the project would not succeed. 
Selectmen were so out of the loop that it 
appears they — along with residents closely 
involved with the project — aren’t sure how all 
the money was used. It is disquieting that, 
-months after the Friends of Andover Seniors 
raised their last dollar, selectmen don’t have a 
thorough accounting of every dollar spent on 
this effort to build a public building. This is par- 
ticularly troubling because Town Meeting 
approved $500,000 for the cause — more than 
half the total raised. 

All of which relates to the second lesson for 
the town: people interested in raising money for 
a public project need to keep the public 
informed. While the goal of the Friends of 
Andover Seniors was noble, the group was 
often secretive about how much money it had 
raised and how much it had spent. Its president 
still won't talk to the press. This approach did 
not help to gain support for the project, and it 
will doom a future project to a similar fate.

Traffic 

In addition to the concerns 
recently expressed by Mr. Cress- 
man regarding the impacts of this 
development on traffic in Tewks- 
bury (especially the intersection of 
Fiske Street and Route 133 which 
provides access to Interstate 495), 
the ZBA should consider the inad- 
equacies of the traffic studies done 
in Andover. As Mr. Colyer pointed 
out at Monday’s hearing (refuting 
a claim by AvalonBay), the town 
had minimal input into the scope 
of the studies. It does not matter 
how many counts were done if 
they were done on the wrong 
roads! The primary routes to 1-93 
South, 1-495, and the downtown 
area (e.g. Boutwell Road, Pleasant 
Street, High Plain Road, Haggetts 
Pond Road) were not included in 
the initial traffic study and there- 
fore could not be considered in a 
subsequent peer review. 


Open Space 
Mr. McLaughlin stated that the 


site plan includes five acres of 


“open space.” We encourage the 
ZBA to take a close look at the site 
plans. Almost 15 percent of this 
open space is outside the wall 
perimeter. A good portion of the 
remainder is the detention basin, 


which will likely be fenced for 


safety. Mr. McLaughlin mentioned 
an “indoor, heated pool” Monday 
night. If that area is enclosed, it 
further reduces the open space. 
There is, in fact, very little open 
space (considerably less “green” 
space) in the proposed site plan. 


The ZBA recently denied the 
40B application for Wild Rose 
Estates based on well-founded 
concerns regarding density, traffic, 
conservation, and neighborhood 
impact.

Chairman calls for contingency 
in case new schools aren’t ready 


Project having some delays, but plan is for “worst case”

School Building Committee 
Chairman Mark Johnson told the 
School Committee Tuesday night 
that members would do well, on 
general principle, to develop con- 
tingency plans in case the new 
schools in West Andover do not 
open on time one year from now. 

“T think it’s important that we 
look at alternatives in case of a 
worst-case scenario,’ Johnson 
told the committee. Construction 
of the new elementary and mid- 
dle schools at Cross Street and 
High Plain Road fell a bit behind 
last winter, and now, according to 
Johnson, developer J.T. Callahan 
& Sons is facing the same prob- 
lem as many other school build- 
ing contractors: too few laborers 
to go around. 

The specific problem is that 


the steel studs that form the nbs 
of the building’s walls are being 
erected too slowly, said Johnson. 
That delay is causing delays for 
work that cannot be done without 
the studs in place, like drywall 
and masonry. 

Johnson’s message was 
twofold: the building committee 
wants the project to get back on 
schedule, but it will not allow 
quality work to be sacrificed just 
to make up lost time. Therefore, 
he said, contingency plans are 
sensible. He pointed to several 
delayed school building projects 
in the Greater Boston area that 
are forcing some schools to open 
late. However, he said one hope is 
that as those projects wrap up, 
more laborers and subcontractors 
will be freed to come to the 
Andover job.

Selectmen say they’ll get answers

Voters approved $500,000 
for a new senior center at 1997 
Town Meeting. Now select- 
men want to know where it 
went. 

“The town appropriated 
money,” says Selectmen 
Chairwoman Mary French, 
and it’s time to ask those 
involved: “Can you tell us 
what happened with it?”

Jay Leno home leveled 


Wednesday demolition makes way for larger home

The next time Jay Leno comes 
to town, he’ll find that all that 
remains of his Andover house is a 
pile of dust and rubble. 

The boyhood home of the 
Tonight Show host crumbled 
Wednesday morning under force 
of two backhoes chomping into 
its walls. A handful of workers 
gathered to pay their last respects 
to the house at 32 Clark Road. 

“Make way for new!” said 
Roger Taft, cheerfully. Taft and 
his coworker, Theo Mylonas, 
took time out from their work on 
12 Acorn Drive — the new house 
in the Fieldstone Meadows devel- 
opment that spills over into the 
Leno Clark Road lot — to watch 
the razing. The new home 
dwarfed Leno’s modest 1952 
Cape. 

“It’s got to go,” agrees 
Mylonas. “What are you going to 
do about it?” 

Todd Wacome, president of 
Wynwood Associates, bought the 
Leno house years ago from Jay 
and his brother Patrick. Wyn- 
wood needed the property to 
make room for the $1.6 million 
house at 12 Acorn Drive. Before 
the razing, Wacome gave neigh- 
bors and celebrity seekers the 
opportunity to walk through the 
house and take a souvenir or two. 

“We gave away the windows, 
the railing, the water heater. 
Some of it is souvenir stuff, and 
some of it we (didn’t want) to let 
it go to waste,” says Wacome. 


A few of Wacome’s family 
members and Wynwood co- 
workers attended the solemn cer- 
emony. “Who would have 
thought (Leno) would be 
famous?” asks Karen Commella, 
a Wynwood employee from 
North Andover. 

Jay Leno told the Townsman 
in July that he regretted selling 
the property, not having realized 
it would cause the house to be 
torn down. Wacome says he tried 
to find takers interested in mov- 
ing the house, without luck. A 
Rhode Island man approached

the house for $1 and move it to 
Rhode Island last month, but 
Wacome said it was just too late 
in the game to make changes.

should take common-sense pre- 
cautions like removing children’s 
toys from their front lawn and 
keeping windows and doors 
closed for 15 minutes after the 
spray trucks go by. 

After mosquitos in Andover 
and Tewksbury tested positive for 
the virus last week, health officials 
from both towns met on Wednes- 


day morning, and on Thursday 
night Penney met with the town’s 
three-member Mosquito Advisory 
Committee, Board of Health 
Chairman Douglas Dunbar, 
Northeast Mosquito Control Dis- 
trict Superintendent Walter Mont- 
gomery, and John Hess, the select- 
men’s liaison to the Board of 
Health. Officials at that meeting 
agreed to spray, and the decision 
was finalized with a Tuesday night 
vote by the Board of Health.

Andover has not sprayed pesti- 
cide to control mosquitos since the 
1970s. Last week, most town 
health officials seemed disinclined 
to spray, and the state has not rec- 
ommended it either, because the 
handful of mosquitos that have 
tested positive so far feed primari- 
ly on birds, not humans. Officials 
said they were waiting for primar- 
ily human-biters to test positive 
before deciding to spray. But 
according to Penney, a closer look 
at the science behind spraying 
changed officials’ minds. 

“If the virus is present in non- 
human-biters, it’s probably pre- 
sent in human-biters,” said Pen- 
ney. “And there’s a window of 
opportunity for us now, because 
the effectiveness of the pesticide 
goes down as the temperature 
drops.” 

Penney said that the pesticide is 
ineffective below about 60 degrees 
Fahrenheit — a temperature not 
uncommon in September at dusk, 
the time when mosquitos are out 
in force and pesticide can reach 
the greatest number of them. The 
first frost kills off most mosquitos, 
but Penney said the concern is 
with pools of virus-positive,

many other towns, according to 
Montgomery (see related story, 
below). 


Neighborhood reactions 

Andover residents living in the 
area of the spraying had mixed 
opinions when informed about it 
for the first time on Tuesday 
evening. 

“T don’t really have any major 
objection to it,” said John Holmes 
of Osgood Street. “If they feel that 
it is a significant risk, then they 
might as well do it. I haven’t real- 
ly noticed that many mosquitos, 
but then again I don’t sit outside 
waiting for them.” 

William Gabriel of Lovejoy 
Road said he doesn’t have to wait 
for them. 

“The big thing is, I don’t know 
how they can possibly get all the 
mosquitos,” said Gabriel. “So 
they'll get maybe 60 percent of 
them, what do we have, 40 percent 
left? Every time I go out in my 
back yard I get bitten. 

“T think it’s a waste of time to 
spray. I would spray once people 
start getting (the virus),” he said. 

“I am opposed to it,” said 
Melissa Burke of Dascomb Road. 
“T guess I feel like the threat of 
someone actually contracting it, 
compared to some other risks, is 
small. 

“T don’t think it’s worth spray- 
ing in the area of our water supply.

But you asked me — I’m against 
putting chemicals on my lawn,” 
she said. 

Burke said she is not worried 
about the virus, which in extreme 
cases can cause encephalitis, but is 
not generally lethal for healthy 
adults. 

“No, I’m not concerned,” she 
said. “Not for myself or my fami- 
ly. We’re all healthy. Even if I get 
bit by an infected mosquito, I’m 
not likely to get a case that’s life- 
threatening.” 

But Janet Fisk, 68, of Bellevue 
Road is, along with her husband, 


part of a group that is more vul- 
nerable to the virus: senior citi- 
zens. 

“Good. Tell them to spray the 


whole area,” she said when told of 


this week’s action. “We’re getting 
up there in age, and my husband 
works in the garden a lot. He’s 
paranoid about the mosquitos, and 
he’s out there working in long 
pants and long sleeves in the heat. 
I’m sure that they’ve come a long 
way with the pesticides, and I 
would rather get rid of the mos- 
quitos.” 

Penney said that residents 
opposed to spraying have the 
option of having the trucks not 
spray in front of their house. He 
said they should call the health 
department at 978-474-4640 to 
give their name and address, and 
then post white paper plates at the 
corners of their property so that 
spray trucks 
know not to 
spray there.

Andover: Chemophobic’? 


While some fret, mosquito district super calls spraying

Northeast Mosquito Control 
District Superintendent Walter 
Montgomery was in favor of 
spraying in Andover before any 
other officials were, and he doesn’t 
understand why the town was so 
resistant to the idea in the first 
place. 

“It’s a little surreal sometimes,” 
said Montgomery. “I understand 
this is the first year the community 
is in the Mosquito Control Pro- 
gram, and I understand that the 
community is a little chemically- 
sensitive — I would even say 
chemophobic — but it does seem a 
little strange to take all these 
extreme precautions for what is a 
routine practice in other places.” 

Montgomery said that other 
towns in his district, like George- 
town, Groveland and Newbury, 
sometimes spray on a weekly basis 
in the summer to cut down on the 
mosquito nuisance. He said other 
neighboring towns, like Tewks- 
bury, Reading, North Reading and 
Wakefield, do the same thing. But 
he said that Andoverites were so 
anxious about the practice that he 


went through the Department of 
Environmental Protection’s 
approval process before spraying 
near Haggetts Pond, even though 
mosquito control programs are 
exempt from having to go through 
the DEP. “The DEP is recom- 
mending that we stay 100 feet 
away (from Haggetts Pond), so 
we'll do that,” said Montgomery. 
The pond is a water source for 
the town, so Public Works Director 
Jack Petkus has jurisdiction over it,

and he said he isn’t concerned 
about the spraying. 

The pesticide in question is 
something called a synthetic 
pyrethrin; the brand name is Anvil. 

“A natural pyrethrin is a deriva- 
tive of a chrysanthemum flower,” 
said Montgomery, “but in its natur- 
al state, pyrethrin is extremely 
toxic. In its synthetic state, it can 
be more easily managed and has 
lower toxicity levels.” 

Health Director Everett Penney 
said that Andover has not sprayed 
for mosquitos since he took his job 
in 1981. 

“They used to appropriate 
money for mosquito spraying, but, 
in the mid-70s, Town Meeting 
voted to stop, based on environ- 
mental concerns,” said Penney. He 
said the spraying the town used to 
do was for nuisance control, and 
he reiterated that pesticides today 
are much less toxic than they used 
to be. 

“The worst thing that could 
happen from spraying is that the 
truck could veer off and run some- 
body over on the side of the street,” 
said Montgomery.

lic school system. “I work (with 
children) in K-5 (and) I love it,” 
she says. 

With the help of MRC, six 
other disabled Andover residents 
are nearing the completion of their 
job training and will hold positions 
as physician assistants, graphic 
and Web designers, and paralegals. 

As for O’ Leary, with a scholar- 
ship she received from Americorp, 
she plans on earning her teaching 
degree so that she can run her own 
classroom. 

“MRC was a good stepping 
stone,” she says. 

MRC is open to anyone with a 
disability. “Anything that limits 
someone from working — it can be 
acquired, mental, physical, emo- 
tional, psychological — we can 
work with,” says MRC representa- 
tive Kenneth Nicosia. “This is not 
people standing in line in the 
unemployment office.” 

Individuals are evaluated to see 
if they qualify as “disabled” before 
working with trained vocational 
rehabilitation counselors to devel- 
op an individualized plan for 
employment. This plan may 
include job-training with a coach, 
attending technical school, or even 
earning a college degree. “If they 
don’t have enough money to pay 
for training, then MRC, within 
limits, will pay for training,” he 
says. 

At the close of the 2001 fiscal 
year in June, 22 Andover and 
North Andover residents complet- 
ed MRC programs and were 
placed in jobs including those as a 
real-estate appraiser, librarian, vet- 


/ erinary assistant and retail associ- 
| ate. 


The Greater Lawrence area, 
including Andover, welcomed 199 
of the state’s 5,000 new employees 
who MRC helped enter the work 


_ force in a variety of jobs, ranging 


from “entry-level retail to profes- 
sionals managing finance,” says 
Nicosia. 

Andover area residents earned 
associate’s degrees and certificates 
by completing programs at two- 
and four-year colleges such as the 
University of Massachusetts at 
Lowell and Northern Essex Com- 
munity College. They also attend- 
ed local training programs at 
American Training and Career 
Resources. 

The MRC organization will cel- 
ebrate its success in October — in 
time for disability awareness 
month.

Town considers waiving sewer fee

years. 

The average household will 
pay $15,000 in betterment fees 
after the sewer expansion is com- 
plete. That does not include addi- 
tional bills incurred by private 
contractors residents must hire to 
actually connect the house’s 
plumbing to the pipe in the street. 

Jack Petkus, public works 
director, plans to recommend to 
selectmen that they take some of 
the burden off residents by waiv- 
ing the fee. “If you’re whacking 
somebody with a $15,000 to 
$20,000 betterment fee, do you 
really need the $200?” asks 
Petkus. He would like to see 
selectmen waive the fee for resi- 
dents that hook into sewer within 
the first two years it is available. 

The Board of Health will also 
recommend that selectmen waive 
the fee, says Health Director 
Everett Penney. He says it only 
makes sense for officials to dis- 
miss the fee for installation plan 
reviews — plans that he says 
should line up without much diffi- 
culty, as the sewer was designed 
specifically for already existing 
neighborhoods — and the town 
can afford to waive the second 
$100 for final inspections they 
have to do anyway. 

“People are already paying bet- 
terments. It’s kind of cheesy to hit 
them with more,” says Penney. 

“Tt’s something that could pro- 
vide a little bit of relief for folks 
going through this,” agrees Select- 
man Brian Major. 


Waiving the fee could create , 


more savings for more people, he 
adds. Residents currently on sewer 
have to shoulder the entire cost of 
maintenance and operations in the 
form of their semi-annual sewer 
and water bills. The more people 
that link into sewer, the more peo- 
ple that share the cost of the year- 
ly maintenance and operating fees, 
Major says. 

“The more people you bring 
into it, the cheaper it becomes for 
everybody,” he adds. 

But how much incentive is 
$200 to those already facing a 
staggering betterment fee? “If you 
have a $15,000 betterment and 
another couple thousand dollars 
for (a private contractor), and tack 
another $200 on top — maybe it is 
small potatoes,” Major admits. 

Selectmen have until spring to 
decide whether to waive the fee, 
when the first residents will be 
able to connect to sewer. Sewer 
will not be available to residents in 
October, as Petkus has previously 
estimated, because workers must 
first complete construction on the 
Shawsheen interceptor, a major 
pipeline that runs along Stevens 
and North Main streets. Workers 
must increase the interceptor’ § 
capacity before any resident is 
hooked into sewer, Petkus says.

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Sovereign Bank 
hit again by robber 


Second time in 2001 for Main Street bank 


By Rebecca Piro 

Police are looking for a male 
who allegedly robbed the Sover- 
eign Bank Friday, while residents 
are wondering how the same bank 
could be robbed twice in five 
months. 

“Again?” asked resident Andy 
Hollinger in disbelief Friday, as he 
stood across Main Street watching 
the bank, doors locked and shades 
drawn. Callers notified police of 
the bank robbery around 4:15 
p.m., after the suspect had escaped 
on foot with an undetermined 
amount of cash. “I can’t believe 
someone would be so stupid as to 
rob this bank (for the second time) 
this year,” said Hollinger. “How 
can the security be so lax?” 

But Lt. Jim Hashem says 
police have continued to make 
their presence known since April, 
when Thomas Cooley allegedly 
robbed the same bank during a 
string of similar incidents 
throughout New England. 
Andover police arrested Cooley, 
known to some as the Fat Man, on 
June 22 and charged him with 
armed robbery and threatening to 
murder a teller. Cooley, 28, from 
Taunton, is now awaiting trial in 
federal court. 

“Robberies are very random 
acts,” adds Hashem. “We are mak- 
ing extra stops into banks, but we 
do have a very strong presence up 
there as it is.” 

Friday’s robbery bears some 
similarities to April’s incident. 
The suspect, described as a young 
male in his early 20s, 6-feet-tall, 
blond, wearing a blue shirt, khaki 
pants and a blue baseball cap, 
handed a teller a note, says 
Hashem. The note claimed that 
the male was carrying a weapon, 
though he did not reveal one - 
much like Cooley’s alleged behav- 
ior during the April robbery. The 
teller gave the suspect the money 
requested before the suspect ran 
out the door, heading down South 
Main Street. 

The suspect dropped his base-

ball cap at the corner of Punchard 
and Main Streets, says Hashem. 
Police quickly called in the canine 
Blaze to track the suspect’s scent, 
but they lost the man’s trail at the 
Phillips Academy campus. 

“Tt was difficult... due to the 
amount of foot traffic in the area,” 
says Officer Ed Higgenbottom. 
The male could have jumped into 
a vehicle at that point, or his scent 
could have simply gotten lost in 
the crowds, he adds. 

Police are still investigating the 
incident, and will continue enforc- 
ing their presence at local banks, 
says Hashem.

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What’s new in local schools? 


Today is the first day of the 200

o more fishing rods, no more 
Nie: no more neighbors’ 

dirty looks... Anyway, fall 
may not be officially here for another 
two weeks, but summer is dead for 
‘the estimated 5,886 students who 
began their first day of the new school 
year in Andover public schools today. 
Here is a glance at what’s new this 
year at every school except for 
Doherty Middle School, whose lead- 
ers could not be reached: 


Andover High School: 
Report card due 


Principal Peter Anderson was 
unavailable to discuss his new initia- 
tives for the coming year, but it was 
announced at a recent School 
Committee meeting that Andover 
High is coming due for reaccredita- 
tion by the New England 
Association of Schools and 
Colleges. Superintendent Claudia 
Bach said that this year will be the 
school’s “self-study year,’ during 
which AHS faculty teams will eval- 
uate the school themselves; next 
year, the NEASC will send its own 
team and then decide whether to 
reaccredit. Bach said Anderson in 
particular will be coming under the 
magnifying glass. 

“Ed Reform has focused on the 
principal as leader of the building,” 
said Bach. “It is really a hard look at 
the principal and his leadership.” 


West Middle School: 
Meet the new boss 


What’s new at West Middle this 
year is the principal herself. 
Kathleen Hammond started her new 
job last week, and met district staff 
for the first time on Tuesday at 
Bach’s kickoff staff breakfast. 

“It’s going very well today,” 
Hammond said Tuesday afternoon.

The students with the 
computers will be placed together in 
the same classes (two classes in 
fourth and one in fifth grade), and 
Principal Eileen Woods says they 
will be spending close to half their 
time in the classroom using the com- 
puters in some fashion. Woods said 
that financial assistance was made 
available to some students who 
needed it. 

“Any child who wanted to be in it 
but couldn’t afford it, we found 
somebody to help out,” said Woods. 
She said these students had individ- 
ual sponsors, but she did not name 
names, and said there were only a 
few. 

Computers aren’t the only new 
thing at South this year: the school 
may be said to be making nutritional 
as well as technological advances. In 
response to parental concerns, Food 
Services Director Karen Pappa has 
radically altered the menu, but only 
at South [see at left] and only for a 
month or two, to see if the changes 
are economically viable. Choices 
will be fewer, and things like pizza 
will be replaced by things like tuna 
sandwiches. And say goodbye to 
Doritos and Funyuns.

A survivor’s story

rget reality television. Danielle 
| Bee has been a real survivor 
in the most important game — life. 

At the age of 21 when all of her 
friends were heading back to college, 
O’Brien was studying a different syl- 
labus. She was diagnosed with and 
learning about clivus chordoma — a rare 
form of brain tumor whose symptoms 
include double vision and headaches, 
and can leave the patient blind, or 
cause strokes and possibly death. 

Due to the type and location of the 
tumor, chemotherapy was never an 
option. “It’s not benign, but it’s not 
malignant either. It’s kind of a gray 
area depending on whom you talk to,” 
she says. However this little gray area 
has interrupted O’Brien’s life in ways 
unimaginable to most. 

Growing up, O’Brien always had 
headaches and problems with her left 
eye.“Doctors never put two and two 
together,” she says. When she was at 
college, her left eye actually rolled 
inward. “I just put on sunglasses until | 
got home for Christmas.” Once doctors 
diagnosed it, this little gray area 
delayed her graduation from college, 
and engagement to her husband,

David, for a year. 

The only treatment was surgery. 
When she shaved her head, “It was 
kind of nice in a way. I fit right in.” At 
the time she was working at a military 
base. 

Eight years later O’ Brien needed to 
undergo surgery again. By then, the 
tumor had tripled in size, and doctors 
were concerned about her having a 
stroke due to the pressure on an artery 
in her brain. 

She was referred by her doctor at 
the Lahey Clinic in Burlington to a 
doctor down in Washington, DC who 
would perform a procedure that 
involved removing an artery from her 
leg. The surgery lasted 17 hours, and 
the side effects caused by the scar tis- 
sue were unlike any she had experi- 
enced. “I started having seizures, and 1 
had never had seizures before,” she 
says. It took several years before doc- 


tor’s could find the proper combina- 
tions for her medications. O’Brien has 
lost mobility and partial vision in her 
left eye. Her memory has been affect- 
ed. “Sometimes I forget words, or the 
name of the person I am talking to,” 
she says. 

After the surgeries, she could no 
longer drive. Drinking was out of the 
question. And the more she exercised 
the more she had seizures. There was 
no escaping them. 

So O’Brien called the American 
Brain Tumor Association (ABTA) for 
help. “After my second and third surg- 
eries I was at a loss for myself. I didn’t 
know who I was anymore,” says 
O’Brien. ABTA sent her information 
about her specific condition and about 
other survivors. “You can ask your doc- 
tor anything, but I needed something in 
front of me,” she says.

A sculptor and painter, Raymond has 
been a professor of fine arts at Merrimack 
since 1964, and is currently chairman of the 
department. Creating Emmaus has been a 
two-year project for Raymond. “The title is 
taken from the New Testament story which 
describes an incident after the execution of 
Jesus,” explains Raymond. “The narrative 
(Luke 24) tells of Jesus Christ walking along 
the road to Emmaus, and meeting two peo- 
ple who are engaged in a conversation about 
the recent crucifiction of Jesus of Nazareth 
and the fact that his body was missing. 
Unaware of who he was, they invited him to 
stay with them for dinner. Blessing the bread 
during the meal, Jesus was suddenly recog- 
nized by them, at which point he just as sud- 
denly vanished out of their sight. This image 
of surprised recognition has fascinated artists 
such as Rembrandt and Caravaggio.” 

“The sculpture’s steel plate curves around 
the spheres similar to water going around 
stones in a brook, creating a sense of move- 
ment and fluidity,” describes Raymond. 
“While suggesting movement, the granite 
spheres also sit very quietly. I chose for its 
weight and color. The spheres are not pol- 
ished, so they don’t exploit their color unless 
they get wet.” The granite spheres were 


quarried and the stainless steel form was 
shaped in Quincy. 

Emmaus is located outside of the Rogers 
Center for the Arts adjacent to the iron 
bridge on the Merrimack campus. The pub- 
lic is welcome to view it at any time. 


The adult subcommittee of the Board of 
Christian Education at South Church, 41 
Central St., has set up a dinner/speaker/dis- 
cussion series on “The Jewish Faith of 
Jesus.”

She joined the Lahey Clinic 
support group where she met her 
friend Nick, who also had a brain 
tumor. But Nick did not survive. 
And it is his death that sparked 
O’Brien’s interest in completing 
the Marine Corps Marathon in 
Washington, DC. 

O’Brien and her identical twin 
sister will both be running to raise 
money and awareness about brain 
tumors. “There are so many peo- 
ple who offer so much to the 
world in such a short time,” she 
says. And by raising money for 
ABTA she is giving something 
back, she is inspiring other brain- 
tumor survivors and giving hope 
to victims. “We are survivors. We 
put our heads together after Nick 
died and decided this is perfect,” 
she says. 

O’Brien has undergone three 
surgeries to reduce the size of the 
tumor at the base of her brain, the 
last occurring in 1993. Two of the 
surgeries were at the George 
Washington University Hospital in 
Washington, DC. “(Since) DC is 
where two of my surgeries took 
place and was home to me during 
a phase of recovery, (it was) a fit- 
ting place for a victory run,” she 
says. 

Living with a brain tumor is 
now second nature to her. She 
says, “I felt like I was less of a per- 
son. But I’ve stopped making 
excuses, like the reason I can’t 
see, or remember (someone’s) 
name is because I have a tumor. 
It’s me. It’s who I am.”

her doctors say, “there is no sig- 
nificant change.” They are refer- 
ring to the size and location of her 
tumor. But the phrase doesn’t 
describe O’Brien’s life since 
surgery. 

Because her tumor still lies at 
the base of her brain, and because 
of the scar tissue surrounding it, 
doctors told O’Brien that she 
would never be able to have a 
child. They said the chances were 
“next to nil,” she says. 

But, despite doctors’ expecta- 
tions, O’Brien says, “We discov- 
ered the good news on Thanksgiv- 
ing Day in 1998. What could be 
more special than learning the 
impossible on a day that we were 
already so thankful for our lives?” 

She is talking about the day she 
and husband David found out that 
they were pregnant. 

Their daughter, Laura, was 
born in 1999, and has given 
O’Brien the impossible. “I want to 
take every minute and see what 
she sees. As each day passes with

my daughter I learn new and won- 
derful things about all that’s 
around me. We thought the reason 
it didn’t happen before (getting 
pregnant), was because we had so 
much going on in our lives. But 
God saw that things settled down, 
and it was time.

According to the American 
Brain Tumor Association 
(ABTA), there are more than 
185,000 Americans diagnosed 
annually with a primary or 
metastatic brain tumor. Such 
tumors are the leading cause of 
death in people under 20 years of 
age. O’Brien is racing Oct. 28 for 
herself, for her friend Nick, and 
for a cure.

Photo exhibit at Addison captures their dreams and fantasies

rue inspiration came for photographer 
Wendy Ewald when she placed her own 
camera in a child’s hands. “As time went 
on, their photos and my photos merged,” 
says Ewald, who has spent the past 30 years travel- 
ing around the world teaching children about the art 
of photography, and thus learning more about the 
craft herself. 

So happened “Secret Games, Collaborative 
Works with Children,” Ewald’s collection of photos 
from 1969 to 1999. She shares the credits with the 
young people who snapped half the photos them- 
selves. During the exhibition that runs though 
December, Ewald’s name will stand next to theirs 
on the walls at Phillips Academy’s Addison Gallery 
— the school that absorbed the all-female Abbot 
Academy where Ewald received her photography 
training in the late 1960s. 

Born in Michigan, Ewald lives today’ in North 
Carolina, teaching art at Duke University. After 
high school in Andover, she started her pilgrimage 
around the world with a trip to Canada, having 
received a grant from 
Polaroid to use cameras and 
film to work with Native 
American children. 

“They made some wonder- 
ful pictures the first summer I 
worked with them,” says 
Ewald. “I realized they were 
very strong and interesting. I 
asked them to photograph 
their dreams and fantasies.” 

The results were fresh, 
unique and startlingly real. 
Ewald considered her own 
photos “slower and more cau- 
tious” compared to the chil- 
dren’s. “The kids took photos 
of everything they saw. They 
were closer to what life on 
the reservation was really 
like,” she says. 

From Canada, Ewald 
moved to Kentucky, North

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Africa, the Netherlands and Mexico. Ewald and her 
subjects worked together to contrive and stage 
scenes. 

“(The title) ‘Secret Games’ comes from some- 
thing I wrote about in one of my first books,” says 
Ewald. “It was like we were accomplices in a secret 
game — the fact that children and artists often see 
things that other people don’t realize they’re see- 
ing, and we were together recording those things in 
a subtle way, that the adults weren’t aware of.” 

However, Ewald and her young apprentices dove 
into subjects of no subtle nature. She worked with 
different racial groups in North Carolina for a pro- 
ject called “Black Self/White Self,” where she took 
photos of children, and the children contributed by 
writing and scribbling on the negatives. 

“It’s a whole way of exploring identity and 
stereotypes,” says Allison Kemmerer, curator of 
photography and contemporary art at the Addison. 

“At the beginning (of the project), people were 
really hesitant to express their ideas,” adds Julie 
Bernson, PA director of education, “But once they 


broke through that barrier, the more those tensions 
melted away.” 

Ewald also asked women in Saudi Arabia - 
where it is taboo for a woman to reveal any part of 
her body other than her eyes — to stand before a 
camera. Some women agreed, only to camouflage 
themselves in a sprinkling of dots and swirls. 

“They masked themselves by taking the nega- 
tives and writing on them,” says Kemmerer. 

In North Carolina, Ewald asked children to pho- 
tograph their favorite body parts — ina project titled 
“The Best Part of Me” — as a twist to the contro- 
versy over what adults consider appropriate in child 
photography, says Kemmerer. 

Ewald’s 250 photos, accompanied by a video 
projection and DVD display, are now on exhibit 
until Dec. 30. Ewald will appear at the Addison 
Sept. 28 to speak at the gallery opening. 

Ewald will also spend time this fall working with | 
PA female students on a new project. Whether the 
result will be a two-dimensional or three-dimen- 
sional piece, Ewald has yet to decide, says Bernson.

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Fourth developer to target affordable 
housing market in Andover

Andover’s fourth comprehensive 
permit application was filed last 
Wednesday, according to Planning 
Director Steve Colyer. National 
builder Pulte Homes has submitted a 
plan for “Coachman’s Ridge,” 96 con- 
dominium units to be placed on 8.5 
acres of woodland on Haverhill Street 
across from the YMCA. 

The units will be marketed to peo- 
ple aged 55 and older, and 24 will 
qualify as affordable. Colyer said there 
are two residential abutters to the prop- 
erty, owned but never developed by 
Marriott Senior Living Services,

which acquired it last year from the 
Eagle-Tribune Realty Trust. 

The Zoning Board of Appeals, 
which considers comprehensive per- 
mits, voted on its first such permit in 
more than a decade last month, when it 
rejected Joseph Zagarella’s bid to build

of Lowell Street and Wild Rose Drive. 
Zagarella is likely to appeal the deci- 
sion to the state. The board is expected 
to vote on Avalon Bay Communities’ 
plan for 136 apartment units on River 
Road at its next meeting, on Sept. 10. 
On Tuesday night, the board closed its 
public hearing on Ballardvale Cross- 


ing, local developer Bill Perkins’ plan 
for 72 ownership units on Dale Street 
in Ballardvale.

West Elementary: 
Socially competent 


Three years ago, West El was 
the first school in Andover to try 
out the Open Circle Social 
Competency Program, developed 
at Wellesley College to train 
teachers in specific approaches to 
educating their students about 
social issues, especially bullying. 
Since then, says Principal Charlie 
Friel, all Andover elementary 
schools have put at least a few of 
their teachers through the pro- 
gram. But this year, West will 
become the first school to have 
all teaching staff trained in the 
program. 

“It’s important because every 
school, no matter how big or how 
small, has to deal with bullying,” 
said Friel. “It gives teachers and 
kids a common language.” 


Shawsheen School:

Shawsheen is set to launch 
Andover’s first section of all-day 
kindergarten, the latest trend in 
early childhood education that 
says kindergartners learn the 
same material better if they cover 
it in twice the time.
